rTTHE KOREAN Reds had an ingenious aerial

thousands of soldiers eating every day .

Consequently , there was 
no conditioned reflex when the 
time came to get rid of the rol 
of old fencing during the fall 
cleanup. 
The truck backed up to tne 
scene of the fiasco, the fencing 
was seized, the clinging tendrils 
of the vine pinning it to tile 
ground were snipped and the job 
had been done. It was not until 
24 hours later that the itching 
began and lights flashed. 
This is going to be a mild case, 
The only afflicted area is four 
inches of space on each forearm 
where the cuffs of the jacket were 
pulled up during the snipping 
But it has happened again 
How dumb can y ou be? 
Two minutes of absent-mind­ 
edness did the trick this time. On 
all previous occasions, ignorance 
could be blamed. But there was 
no ignorance involved here—only 
a momentary blackout. There 
may be a moral in this some 
where* 
. 
The moral must be that it is 
dumber to get into trouble be­ 
cause of a momentary blackout 
than because of ignorance. Ana 
a secondary moral would have 
to be that there is no ex cuse for 
not recognizing peril because cir­ 
cumstances have put a different 
face on it.

Poison ivy looks different in 
late autumn with the leaves all 
gone and nothing in sight but 
clusters of white berries. But it 
is the same stuff that was given 
a wide berth when its leaves were 
in sight. Only a fool would for­ 
get that.

FROM ALL OVER the country 
comes the same story . The Re­ 
publican organization of men and 
women did not depend on fore­ 
casts or take any thing for grant­ 
ed.

This may or may not have been 
due to the increased attention 
given the political contests by the 
oress as well as by the radio and 
;he television. But it was due to 
no small ex tent to the fact that 
■;his congressional campaign ac- 
■ ;ually began as far back as a 
y ear ago. Certainly Senator Taft 
)egan campaigning then, and so 
did the opposition forces . 
One thing seems clear—cam­ 
paigns are getting longer and 
longer and hence are ex citing 
much more interest on the part of 
those who do vote. While the to­ 
tal who voted was not as high 
percentagewise as in other y ears, 
when the figures are all in, it 
may be found that a higher per 
cent of those who were regis­ 
tered went to the polls than in a 
presidential election y ear.

—A1 (El Lobo) Lop ez, a stranfer 
in a baseball-mad town startled 
over Lou Boudreau’s discharg e, 
took over today as manag er of 
the Cleveland Indians. 
One of the first thing s he did, 
in an interview, was to decline to 
p redict any quick p ennants. 
“As y ou know,” said the 42- 
y ear-old Lop ez, “I haven’t been 
around the American Leag ue for 
the last few y ears and I don 
know how we comp are with oth 
er clubs. 
“I’d like a g ood relief p itcher 
and I’d like some bench streng th. 
Otherwise, from all I g ather, it s 
a g ood ball club._ • 
“I THINK I can handle the 
Cleveland club and I will do all 
I can to g et a winning team. I 
am rep lacing a very p op ular 
man, a real nice fellow.” 
Lop ez, however, did work for 
the Indians in 1947 as a second 
string catcher, but few fans no­ 
ticed him. 
He is certainly no 
strang er to the National Leag ue: 
He caug ht with Brookly n, Bos­ 
ton and Pittsburg h for 18 y ears. 
Including his Cleveland duty , 
he p lay ed in 1,862 g ames, more 
than any other catcher in base­ 
ball history , and ap p eared in the 
All-Star g ame in 1934 and 1941. 
Lop ez, a Tamp a man of Sp an­ 
ish p arents, for the last three 
y ears has manag ed the Indian­ 
ap olis Indians of the American 
Association. Under his g uidance, 
| the team won the champ ionship 
in 1948, finished second in 1949 
and 1950. 
But this is his first major 
leag ue manag erial job, an am­ 
bition he has had for y ears. 
• • 
“AS FOR training rules,” he 
said, “off the field, I’m not a 
strict discip linarian but I will ex ­ 
p ect the p lay ers to p erform at 
their best at all times. 
“I know a lot of the p lay ers,” 
he said, “but there are a lot of 
new faces, too. Larry Doby and 
A1 Rosen came up at the end of 
that season. Ray Boone was a 
catcher then and Bob Lemon had 
just become a p itcher. 
“I don’t know Luke Easter and 
I don’t know Bob Avila, but I’ve 
heard a lot about them. I saw 
Rosen p lay in the American As­ 
sociation and of course I saw 
Bob Kennedy with Chicag o and 
Early Wy nn with Washing ton. 
“I know ’em p retty well.” 
General manag er Hank Green­ 
berg thinks Lop ez will p rove 
himself “the best manag er in 
baseball today .” 
Lop ez is married, has one son, 
Al, Jr., nine.
